He was inundrosr and, therefore, was not 
recognised as one of the literate. A watch- 
man, seeing him coming irom the passage 
bout, so eurly, demanded his business, and 
in some way becamo aware that he had the 
money in thé usual Chineso pillow, Ho 
charged the student with robbery, hauled 
him off to the nearcst so-called police 
station, sppropristed the money, and with 
the soldiers in charge of the station pro- 
ceoded to’ thrash the unfortunate man 
through the streeta—an ignominy from 
which all literary bachelors ate supposed to 
enjoy an immunity. ‘Whilst tho thrashing 
“was going on, the man wag recognised by 
some passer-by. The soldiers at once ro- 
leased the man but would not, itis said, 
release tho money, Now tho msn happoned 
to be n atudent of Cheung Chi Tong's New 
College. .He at once informed the prin- 
cipal—who is a Hon Lam—of his mis 
fortunes. Both tutors and students wero 
of course, entaged jas ‘the “insult, ond 
the Hon. Lam, went at once and saw 
the Viceroy, bafore whom, in 16 mossured 
terms, he laid the case. Orders were at 
once issued for the epprehension of the 
watchman, but the soldiers who were do{ 
puted to accomplish this task found that 
the men at the police station would not 
give him up, dnd 6o wero forced to” retarn 
empty-handed. Meanwhile, the watch- 
man, fearing thé consequences of his ill- 
advised action, decamped. But the Viceroy

As our Peking correspondent told us in 
hin-laat Jotter, Count Cassini, tho Russian 
Minister, left Peking for Russia on the 
30th of September.
